YOUR NAME 


Your name may well be worth 
more than anything else you 
own. It sets you off as a business 
man, writer, craftsman, actor, or 
public figure. Savages make a 
great to-do—as do we at baptism 
— over name-giving. Our libel 
and slander laws go far to pro- 
tect your good name from un- 
lawful attack. 

Yet now and then people have 
good reason to change their 
names, which they can at any 
time. Your name may sound 
funny, cause confusion, or mere- 
ly be unsuited ‘for your job or 
personality. 

You do not need to go to court 
to change your name, but it is 
a good idea. Otherwise you may 
have endless trouble identifying 
yourself in collecting money 
coming to you, or in establishing 
your claim to property, inheri- 
tances, social security, and s0 
on. 
So unless a man changes his 
name to cheat a creditor or to 
escape the police, a court will 
give him little trouble in order- 
ing his new name recorded, thus 
establishing his identity once 
and for all officially.

For at law 
your name is used chiefly to 
identify you in important trans- 
actions. Some people sign their 
names one way now and another 
some other day, using nick 
names, middle names, and so on. 
Sometimes it costs real money 
to prove that John J. Smith is 
the same man as Jack Smith, 
J. Joseph Smith, Joe Smith and 
so on. Decide on a good way to 
sign checks, contracts, auto- 
mobile licenses, etc., and stick 
by it, unless you have a good 
reason to change i. 


A legal name is a given name 
and a family name, unless you 
show otherwise. The law does 
not stress your middle name or 
initial. But use it to help in 
identifying you. The main thing, 
does your name identify you for 
the people you deal with? 


NOTE: The State Bar of 
California offers this column 
for your information se that 
you may know more about 
how to act under our laws.

Sam Dawson, Associated Press financial writer,

“Between 7 and 10 million families in this country are reported 
to be strictly cash buyers who refuse on principle to buy on credit, 
And more than half of the nation’s families are free of install- 
ment debt, although some of these may owe on their homes.”

A little later they began putting money away in the 
bank, savings and loan institutions, or some depository, and 
made the discovery that the receiving of ‘interest money is 
just as pleasant as the paying out of it is unpleasant. 

So now, when they figure they will need within a year 
or two something costing several hundred dollars, these peo- 
ple actually turn up at the end of that time with the amount 
needed to make the purchase, plus a nice little chunk of extra 


)money. They have the thing they wanted to buy, no debt, 
|and that little chunk of extra money as a bonus. 


Painful Blow Is Inflicted 


Moral Rearmament, or MRA, as it is commonly called, 
has been the source of some controversy in the labor move- 
ment. Some prominent labor leaders have come out strongly 
for it. Others have claimed that MRA either consciously or 
unconsciously helped big employers turn labor unions into 
lambs for the slaughter by persuading such unions that they 


needed was tough collective bargaining, and strikes if neces- 
sary. 

But even the sharpest critics of MRA within the labor 
movement may feel a little sorry for MRA now. It has suf- 
fered a blow severe indeed. Westbrook Pegler in the August 
17 issue of the Call Bulletin published an article friendly 
to MRA.
